OF THE 
SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
OF THE 


OV NT © EF ep i ay, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1884. 


The best education in our common schools is that which kin- 
dles, more and more, a desire to know. The best teacher is 
one that awakens the pupil’s mind to the grand fact of the ‘il- 
limitable vastness of knowledge, and that life should be made 
rich and beautiful by a constant growth into higher knowledge 
of the world and life, so that manhood and womanhood may 
become more and more a true high school. For the improve- 
ment of our schools we need to keep this high principle full be- 
fore us, that true education is twofold; first to impart and ac- 
quire the knowledge of books, but above all this to develope a 
high moral character of truthfulness, temperance and kindness 
that will use the knowledge of books to noble ends of life. 
This kind of common school education we believe to be the 
sure foundation of the happy home, the righteous business 
and the progressive state. For such an education let us give 
freely, money and deeds, since we know of no greater heritage 
of wealth to leave our children. 
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District No. 1,—VILLaAGeE. 


Miss Emity Firreip taught the spring term of ten weeks. 
Fall term was taught by Miss Frora F. Cittey. Whole num- 
ber of boys attending two weeks or more, 16; whole number of 
gitls, 25 ; whole number of pupils, 41. Average daily attendance, 
38. Wages of teacher per month, $30. Miss Cilley taught 
the winter term also. Number of weeks, 10. Whole number 
of pupils attending the school, 38. Average daily attendance, 
28. Wages of teacher per month, $28. These teachers were 
both graduates of the Normal School, and their work in the 
school room is all they need to recommend them. 


District No. 3,—Dickerson HILv. * 


Spring term, of 10 weeks, taught by Miss Atice Jack- 
son. Whole number of different pupils attending two weeks 
or more, 12; average attendance, 9, Number of pupils who 
have not been absent, 3. Wages of teacher per month, $20. 
This school failed in discipline. Good order must be kept up 
in our schools. | ©, 

Second term, of 12 weeks, was taught by Miss Emma H. 
Waker. Number of pupils attending two weeks or more, 17; 
average daily attendance, 13. Number of pupils who have not 
been absent, 3. Wages of teacher, $21. This school made 
good improvement and passed a good examination. 


Distrricr No. 4,—CrntTrE. 


This school of two terms was taught by Elder Proctor Fa- 
vor. Length of school first term, 8 weeks ; fall term, 12 weeks. 
Whole number of pupils belonging to school, 17. Wages of 
teacher per month, $20.83. This school speaks for itself. 


District No. 7,—ADDISON. 


This school of two terms, of six and eight weeks, was taught 
by Mr. Frank G. Apams. Whole number of pupils, 28; aver- 
age attendance, 22. Number of pupils who have not beén ab- 
sent, 3. Wages of teacher per month, $20. Mr. Adams has 
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established his own reputation as a teacher in town, and we 
have nothing further to say. 


Disrricr No. 8,—Bunker HI. 


Cuartes H. Apams, teacher. Length of school in weeks of 
five days each, including fractions, decimal, 9.6. Whole num- 
ber of different pupils attending two weeks or more, 6; average 
daily attendance, 5. Number of pupils who have not been ab- 
sent, 0. Wages of teacher per month, $18. A good school 


District No. 9,—BorouGuH. 


This school was taught by L. D. Favor. Whole number of 
pupils belonging to school, 15; average attendance, 8. Num- 
ber of pupils who have not been absent, 2. Wages of teacher 
per month, $20. This was Mr. Favor’s first school and was 
not up to the standard. 

District No. 10,—SarGENT’s. 

This school of nine weeks was taught by Miss BeLie Sar- 
GENT. Whole number of pupils belonging to the school, 7; 
average daily attendance, 2. Wages of teacher per month, $20. 
This school did well considering it had no place convenient for 
a school.
